.MRS. MAYBRICK'S STORY. 

A« Belated With Touching Effect During 
Her Recent Trial. 

"My lord, 1 wish to make a statement 
as well as I can about a few facts in con- 
nection with this terrible, crushing 
charge that has been made against me. 
1 w ish principally to refer to the use of 
lly paper and to the bottle of beef es- 
sence. The flypaper 1 bought with the 
intention of using as a cosmetic, lie- 
fore my marriage, and since for many 
years, 1 have been in the habit of using 
a face wash prescribed for me by Dr. 
Griggs, of Brooklyn. It consisted, 1 
believe, principally of arsenic tincture, 
benzine, elder flower water, and 
some other ingredients. I used 
llypapcrs in the same manner, 
but to avoid the exasperation of the 
scent it was necessary to exclude the 
air. For the purpose I put a plate over 
the flypapers, then a towel over it. My 
mother has been aware for a great many 
years that I have used arsenic cosmetics. 
Thursday night, in the mouth of May, 
after the nurse Core had given my hus- 
band beef juice 1 went and sat on the 
bed beside him. He complained tome 
of feeling sick, weak and much depres- 
sed. He implored mo then to give him 
this powder, to which he had referred 
earlier in the evening, and which I had 
declined to give him. I was over- 
wrought, terribly anxious, miserably 
unhappy, and his evident distress utter- 
ly unnerved inc. He had told me the 
powder would not harm him, and that I 
could put it in his food. 1 then con- 
sented. My lord, 1 had not one true or 
honest friend in the house, I had no one 
tn consult, no one to advise me, 1 was 
deposed from my position 08 mistress of 
my own house, I was deposed from my 

position of attending my husbund not- 
withstanding he was so ill, notwith- 
standing that by the evidence of the 
nurses and servants he wished to have 
mo with him, that ho missed me when 
I went out of the room four days before 
he died. 1 was not allowed to give him 
a piece of ice without its being taken 
out of my hand. When I ^found the 
powder I took it into the inner room 
with the beef juice. Pushing through 
the door I upset the bottle, and in order 
to make up the quantity of food 1 spilt 
1 added a considerable quantity of wa- 
ter. I returned to the room and found 
my husband ash ep. I placed the bot- 
tle on the table by the window. When 
he awoke he had a choking sensation in 
the throat and vomited. After that he 
appeared :i little better, and as he did 
not ask for the powder again, and as I 
was not anxious to give it to him I re- 
moved tho buttle front a small table 
where it would have attracted his at ■ 
tention. There 1 left it, my lord, until 
Michael Maybrick took possession of it 
the Tuesday after my husband's 
death. Until a few moments 

before this terrible charge was made 
against mo no one had told toe that a 
post-mortem examination had taken 
place, or that there was any reason to 
believe my husband bad died from any 
other than natural causes. It was not 
until Mrs. Hriggs alluded to the pres- 
ence of arsenic in beef lea that 1 was 
made aware of the nature of the powder 
my husband had asked me to give him. 
I then attempted to make an explana- 
tion to Mrs. BrlggS, such as 1 have 
stated to your lordship, when a police- 
man interrupted the conversation. In 
conclusion, my lord, I wish lo add that 
for I he sake of the life of our children 
and fur their future a perfect reconcilia- 
tion had taken place between us, and 
that the day before my husband's death 
I mode him a full and free confession, 
and had reooive'd^hls entire forgiveness 
tor a fearful wrong I had done him."

London, Aug. 15. — In the commons, 
to-night, Thomas Sexton, member for 
Wes.t Belfast, stated it had been told 
him that the Homo Office had author 
used the postal officials to open all the 
letters which eonie from America ad- 
dressed to 1'arnell by his mother. He 
asked if this was correct, and also if the 
if the home office had directed 
the postal officials to open and examine 
the letters sent to him (Sexton) as mayor 
of Dublin, by President Harrison. Mr. 
Matthews, homo secretary, stated very 
emphatically that he had not authorized 
the opening of any of the letters to 
which Sexton bad referred, nor, said 
he, was there the slightest ground for 
believing that President Harrison's let- 
ter to the mayor of Dublin had been 
opened by anyone connected with the 
post ollice department. If it was opened 
at all before it reached the hands of 
Mr. Sexton, it was done without the 
knowledge of the homo office. Regarding 
alleged letters from America addressed 
to Paruell, the home ollice was likewise 
without any information on thesubject. 
He could only say that the inquiry as 
to tbe alleged tampering with President 
Harrison's communication to Mr. Sex- 
ton wus progressing. 

Court of Criminal Appeal. 

London, Aug. 15.— In the lords to- 
day, Lord Fitzgerald addressed an in- 
quiry to the government as to whether 
it was prepared to consider the neces- 
sity for constituting a court of criminal 
appeal. In this connection was the 
Maybrick case, which at this time was 
forcing the question upon the public 
conscience. Lord Salisbury and the 
Lord Chancellor deprecated every at- 
tempt to make this question a subject 
of discussion at a time when the public 
mind was in a state of unceasing ex- 
citement. It was not desirable, he said, 
to debate so grave an alteration in the 
criminal law as that proposed at the 
time, w hen the jurors, witness and judge 
were being subjected to the most 
brutal violence, and when intimidation 
and insult were being heaped upon the 
home secretary in order to influence 
1 1 1 til in the discharge of a solemn duty. 
Lord Hershel held that wrong decisions 
were rare in criminal cases; still ho 
trusted that the government would ser- 
iously consider the matter during the 
recess, in view of the wide-spread feel- 
ing that a criminal appeal tribunal 
would provide needed security against 
possible injustice. 

The C. ■'. K. Mall Contract. 

London, Aug. 15. — The government 
is making a great offort to secure in- 
formation by parliament of the con- 
tract with the Canadian Pacific rail 
way for the transfer of.^mails for Hong 
Kong, which it is proposed to send lee- 
way of Halifax. The proposal has de- 
veloped great opposition on t he pari of 
the many important interests affected, 
and it is doubtful if the government 
will succeed in securing the necessary 
approval of parliament before adjourn- 
ment. The contract also provides for 
the transfer id troops between Halifax 
and Hong Kong, and between inter- 
mediate points. 

An Imported Witness. 

LONDON, Aug. 15. — Mr. Stewart, an 
analytical chemist of Glasgow, has writ- 
ten a letter stating as his deliberate 
opinion that Jas. Maybrick died from 
the effects of his secret habit of arsenic 
di inking, the poison being taken as a 
necessity. Mr. Stewart was prepared 
to testify at the trial of Mrs. Maybrick, 
and is the witness whose evidence the 
condemned women declares was kept 
back. 

Ilo ll I a ll Iter's l>ri>K|><-t-lM. 

London, Aug. 15. — M. Deroslede, 
president of the patriotic league of 
France, in an intereiew to-day, ex- 
presses the opinion that the popular 
belief that Botllanger had concluded an 
alliance with the Orloanist party was 
mainly responsible for the General's de- 
feat at the recent cantonal elections for 
states-general. M. Deroslede very 
frankly admits that his chief's present 
prospects are not very bright, but he 
lias hopes that Boulanger and his party 
will still carry their banner to victory. 

Secretary Nnttlicirs tit inlying Hie Case. 

London, Aug. 17- — Mr. Matthews, 
home secretary, is inundated with let- 
ters and telegrams from all parts of tho 
kingdom, urging him to one course or 
another in the Maybrick ease. The 
study and consideration of the evidence 
given at the trial absorbs his time to 
the exclusion of all other business. 

What the Laucel Think*. 

London, Aug. 15.—- The Lancet, the 
most noted of the medical journals, 
prints a five-column review of the trial 
of Mrs. Maybrick, anil comes to the 
conclusion that the verdict was war- 
ranted by the evidence. 

A Slew Title lor Columbus. 

Madrid, Aug. IS. — The archbishops,

SS. UMATILLA AGROUND. 

Ashore on Brown's Point Near Tacoma— 
Some Difficulty will be Experienced In 
Getting Her Off. 

The steamship Umatilla left Seattle 
for Tacoma on .Monday night at about 
1 1 o'clock. A dense fog prevailed on 
the Sound at the lime, but the steam- 
ship made her way all right, under the 
guidance of Pilot Martin, until near Ta- 
coma, when she ran ashore at Brown's 
Point, herjirow running into the bushes 
and the steamer lying 08 straight on the 
sand as she usually does in the water. 

The weather was very thick, and Pi- 
lot Martin declares that he ran two 
minutes longer west Oil the course be- 
fore turning to round the point than he 
usually does, but it being ebb tide the 
steamer failed to clear the point by half 
a minute. 

The steamer Messenger went out to 
the stranded steamer from Tacoma and 
took oil' her passengers. 

On Tuesday evening the steamer 
Premier, on her way to Seat tle, stopped 
to aid in getting the Umatilla afloat, 
but after working for an hour the at- 
tempt was abandoned, the steamship 
remaining hard and fast. On Wednes- 
day evening the steamer Olympian and 
the tug Tacoma attempted to pull the 
Umatilla oil' at high tide, but their com- 
bined efforts failed lo move her. 

It is not believed the steamship is in 
the slightest degree damaged; but as 
her how is buried at least six feet in the 
(Travel, the task of getting her atloat 
will not be a light one, and it was 
thought yesterday that she might have 
to be sluiced out. 

She was to have been lightered yes- 
terday, and a considerable portion of 
her cargo removed, andanother at tempt to 
float her was to be made last night. 

Pilot Martin, w ho is considered one 
of the best pilots on the Sound, is con- 
siderably broken up over tho accident. 

Said a Tacoma seafaring man, speak- 
ing of the Umatilla's mishap: "I lane 
known seven or eight steamers to be 
ashore at once in thick weather between 
lore and Seattle some live or six years 
ago. You know pilots have 'o blow 
their whistles in a fog at short intervals. 
They often have to depend on the echo 
of the whistle to determine how near 
the shore they are. Hut sometimes the 
condition of the atmosphere is such that 
the echo can't be depended on, which 
sometimes causes serious results."

JUDGE TERRY'S DEATH, 

The Shooting the Result of an As- 
sault Upon Judge Eielil. 



Nngle was Acting us Body Guard forjudge 
Meld, ami Killed Terry In Ihe 
Klrsl Shot. 



San Francisco, Aug. 14.— The shoot- 
ing of ex-Judge Terry at Lathrop, Old., 
was the result of a personal assault 
which .Judge Terry was making upon 
Justice Stephen J. Field, of the United 
Slates supreme bench, while the latter 
was sealed at the breakfast table. 

Judge Terry had approached Justice 
Field from the rear, slapped the justice 
in the face with his band, and was in the 
act of slapping him u second time, when 
Deputy Nagle, who had risen and 
warned Judge Terry to stop the attack, 
drew a revolver and shot, the latter 
through the heart, killing him instantly. 
NAOLK AUTtNO AS A BODY I1UARD. 

The deputy was acting as a body 
guard to Justice Field, under strict or- 
ders from the department of justice at 
Washington to protect the person of 
the jurist from assault at all hazards. 
An attack had been deemed probable 
owing to frequent threats attributed to 
Judge Terry, and owing to the hitter's 
known temper and the frequent quar- 
rels which had marked his public career 
in California, lie was known to enter- 
tain strong hatred toward Field, which 
feeling was supposed to have been 
spurred on by his wife. Sarah Althea 
Terry, w ho claims lo be the widow of 
the late United Stales Senator Sharon, 
and who has been endeavoring to prose- 
cute a claim to tbe estate in the state 
ami federal courts. 

A decision rendered by Justice Field, 
sitting en banc with two other federal 
judges, last September, was adverse lo 
her interests, and she was the means of 
creating a scene in the United Slates 
courtroom on that occasion which 
threatened to terminate in a tragedy, 
She was ordered in custody by the court 
for contempt. After interrupting the 
court when delivering the decision, she 
struggled with the bailiffs when they 
attempted to remove her by force, and 
had an active alley in Judge Terry, who 
drew a dagger, but. was disarmed by 
the same deputy at whose hands he to- 
day met his death, l'or this act Judge 
Terry was sent lo jail for six months for 
contempt of court. 

After the shoot ing of Terry, Deputy 
Nagle and Justice Field returned to 
their sleeping car on the train. In the 
meantime Mrs. Terry returned lo the 
dining room and then made an attempt 
to board the sleeping car containing tho 
justice and deputy. Her satchel was 
taken away from her, ami was found to 
contain a revolver. She appealed to 
the crowd to make an attack on the 
car and seize Justice Field, contending 
that he had killed Judge Terry. 

Tbe body of Judge Terry was taken 
to Stockton, ten miles distant, where 
Deputy Nagle was also taken under 
arrest of a state otlicer to attend the in- 
quest. 

TIIK BODY IN STOCKTON. 

Stockton, CiiL, Aug. I I.— The cor- 
oner arrived here at 12:40 to day with 
Terry's body in a box, covered with a 
white cloth. Mrs. Terry rode in the 
express ear with the remains, accom- 
panied hy several friends of the de- 
ceased. \\ hen the body was taken off 
the car she followed and went with it 
in an express wagon to the morgue. 
She was great ly distressed and said it 
was a cowardly murder of an unarmed 
man. 

Deputy Marshal Nagle was brought 
here in a buggy by Constable Walker of 
Lathrop, at U30. Nagle refused to be 
interviewed. He said: "lam a deputy 
United Suites marshal, and simply did 
my duty as an otlicer. 

Nagle was locked up alone and soon 
after sent for a local attorney. His, 
pistol was given to tin: jailer. It. is a 
large 44-calibre Colt's revolver, old pat- 
tern, with two charges exploded, Nagle 
was very cool, but looked pale and de- 
termined. On being searched he gave 
up everything without comment. 

TIIK NKWS IN PORTLAND. 

Portland, Aug. 14. — News of the 

tragical death of Judge Terry at Lath- 
rop, Cal., produced a sensation iii this 
city. Terry was so well known here 
that the news of the filial shooting .pro- 
duced almost as much excitement as if it 
had been an affair of local importance. 
Every one almost was familiar with the 
sentiment of balled Terry harbored for 
Justice Field, born of the Sharon div- 
orce suit and the justice's late decision 
in the case. 

The moment the news of Terry's kill- 
ing Hashed through the city the inline of 
David C. Broderiek, whom he killed in 
a duel in 1851), was uttered by many 
tongues, and many old Onliforniaus non- 
living here said : "It. served him right; 
it was just retribution." 

terry's record. 

San Francisco, August 14th. — Judge 
David S. Terry was born in Todd 
county, Kentucky, in 1823. He served 
in the Texan army under Sam Houston. 
He came to California in 1840 and Set- 
tled in Calaveras county. In 1855 he 
was elected Justice of the Supremo 
Court of California on the Native 
American ticket, and upon the death of 
Chief Justice Murray in 1857 Judge 
Terry became Chief Justice. He was 
opposed to the Vigilance Committee of 
1856, and stabbed one of the members 
of the committee, who had attempted 
to arrest Maloney, a friend of Terry. 
Terry was held by llie Vigilantes, but 
was afterwards released. He killed 
Senator Broderiek in 1850, as the result 
of political differences. 

Terry belonged to what was known 
as the chivalry wing of the Democratic 
party. In 1880 Terry was defeated as 
a Hancock elector, til though his asso- 
ciates wore elected. September X, 1HSS, 
he was sent to jail for six months for 
contempt of court by Justice Field. 

DKI l'TY NAl.'I.K. 

San FraNOISCO, Aug. 14. — David 
Nagle, who killed Terry, is well known 
hero, He lived in Arizona about ten 
years ago, and was til one time chief of 
police at Tombstone. He had a reputa- 
tion there of being a man of m disputed 
courage, and once killed a Mi i '.all des- 
perado who resisted arrest, lie was ap- 
pointed deputy marshal here u year ago.

H nl any such representation appeared 
in Mr. Davie's card, the public would 
never have heard the last of it. He 
would be accused of uttering an "in- 
famous lie," of telling "a barefaced 
untruth " and ol "straight lying. " The 
electors would be asked if they could 
trust u titan who had the audacity to 
perpetri te a flagrant violation of the 

truth in his election card, and to con- 
tinue the offence after the untruthful- 
ness of his statement had been pointed 
out and admitted. We have dealt 
much more leniently with Dr. Milne, 
but ho does not seem ut all disposed to 
retract the untruthful statement in a 
way that is at once the most obvious 
and the most effective. 



COUNTING HEADS. 

The per capita argument of the dema- 
gogues of the Opposition which Or. 
Milne, now that lie is on the hunt for 
votes in Victoria, has adopted is about 
the shallowest that was ever used to de- 
lude the public. One has only to enquire 
into the condition of someof the rural dis- 
tricts tosoo how unsound it is. A few farm- 
ers or miners have settled in a part of 
the country distant from any city. They 
are working hard to develop the 're- 
sources of the country. There may be 
say between u half dozen and a dozen 
families. There aro children among 
tlietii, but not enough to form a large or 
even a good-sized school, lint it will 
not do to let the children grow up as 
ignorant anil uncouth as Si washes. 

They must be sent to school. The Gov- 
ernment very properly makes provision 
for such settlements. It builds for 
these scattered settlers a little school- 
house and does not eiptip it at till lux- 
uriously. The settlers are, we shall 
assume, able to induce a teacher, who, 
perhaps, has obtained a low grade 
certificate by the skin of his oi- 
lier teeth, to go into exile 
for the purpose of taking charge of this 
little school in the wilderness. When 
the school is in operation, unpreten- 
tious as it is, and modest as its curricu- 
lum must necessarily be, it is found that 
the pupils taught in it cost the province 
fifty, sixty, or even ninety dollars a 
head. And because it takes so large a 
stun per head to teach I lie children the 

rudiments of education in a poor way in 
this far-off settlement, Dr. Milne, hav 
ing learned his lesson from his precept 
or, Mayor Grant, contends that it is 
wrong tu require the Inhabitants of the 
cities who have the best teachers thai 
the province can .supply and whose 

handsome Bchoolhouses are equipped 

with everything thai is needed for the 
comfort and the convenience of the pu- 
pils, to pay directly towards the main- 
tenance of the superior education thai 
has been placed within their reach. 
When it is considered, too, that the 

section of the country in which the hum- 
ble district school is situated gels a very 
much smaller percentage of the taxes it 
pays, hack again in the shape of eduoa- 
j tional advantages than the city, the in- 
I justice of the comparison which Dr. 

f Milne makes appears the more glaring 
j anil the claim he sots up the 

j more unreasonable, Bvory citizen ol 
' common sense sees that the condition ol 
things is very different in the towns to 
what it is ih the country and they are 
: not, we nro very sure, unwilling to pay 
, directly for part of the .superior advan- 
tages they enjoy. 

Tho school buildings alone in this city 
are worth not less Hum $70,000. In all 
other parts of the Dominion the muni 
cipality is required to build and furnish 
the school-houses. The interest oil til it 
Istim, at eight per cent., would amount 
I to us much «s the law requires the ottj 
I to pay.

THE FRO PER COURSE. 

Alderman Harrison's suggestion to 
tho Council on Wednesday evening was 
worthy o: more attention than it re- 
ceived. The bye -law to pay $20,000 a 
year interest on the bonds of the Vic- 
toria, Saanioh and New Westminster 
Railway Company for twenty-five 
years passed by a nominal majority 
of three only. It is well known that it 
obtained even that small majority by a 
flttke. If the electors had voted as they 
intended to vote the majority against it 
would have been as great as against the 
Stock bye-law. A very little inquiry 
would have convinced the aldermen that 
although they hud a legal right to con- 
firm that by-law they hud no moral right 
— becauso it is the law of the minority 
of thoratopayersand not of the majority. 
Under these circumstances the Aldermen 
would have been doing their duty — pro- 
tecting the rights of both the numeri- 
cal majority and the owners of by far the 
greater part of the property within the 
city's limits— if they did its Alderman 
Harrison advised, and recorded a solid 
vote against the bye-law and quashed it. 

There is a kind of law honesty which 
is not honesty at all, and in the same 
way there is an apparent respect for 
what is declared to he the wishes of the 
majority which is really contempt for 
the wishes of the true majority as well 
as a glaring disregard of their most 
valued interests. 

If any alderman on the Hoard is not 
convinced that a majority of the rate- 
payers intended to vote against both 
bye-laws and believed that they had 
done so it is his own fault. Such is 
now known to be the ease. The alder- 
man knowing this, who, out of a pre- 
tended respect for the will of the majority 
of the ratepayers, voted to confirm ti 
law which he was morally certain diil 
not obtain the consent of the majority 
actually voting, cannot be said to have 
done his duty. It was known before 
Wednesday evening that mistakes had 
been made by voters whose integrity is 
beyond dispute. The ballots showed 
that the mistakes had been com 
niitteiT. It was in the power of the 
Board of Aldermen to rectify the mis 
take of the electors, mid we contem 
that it was their duty to have instituted 
an enquiry witli the object of fhidin 
out whether a majority had really voted 
for the by-law, and if at its conclusion 
they were convinced that u majority of 
the' electors had believed that they had 
voted against both the bye-laws they 
should have done as Aldermen Harri 
son suggested, voted solidly against the 
law and given effect to the decision vit 
tnally arrived at by the majority of tin 
ratepayers. Placing such a heavy lia 
bility on the ratepayers is a very serfou 
matter, ami there should be no doubt as 
to whether the by-law had the consent 
of the majority of the rate-payers who 
had polled their votes. 

,1 FIRE-EATER. 

The Arganout of San Francisco, whicl 
looks like a respectable newspaper, con 
eludes an article on "The trouble with 
Canada over liehring's Sea" with tin 
following very peculiar passage : 

"Congress passed a law declaring 
that Ben ring's Sen was a 'mare clausum 
and that the pursuit of seals in the 
open on their way to their rookeries 
was not admissublo. This is a law of 
the Congress of the United States, if 
was almost the last act of President 
Cleveland, and it is now being enforced 
by a Republican administration, It 
will be approved by the English Gov 
eminent, anil it ought to be, ami if the 
Dominion government or the owners of 
the sealing pirates do not like it, w< 
think they had hotter pause than precipi 
late the nations into war; for though the 
English navy might bombard our coasts 
invade our ports, destroy our cities, in 
crease our national debt, ami strain 
England's credit, the armies of tin 
United States would wipe out rvbkv- 

Till SO HUMAN OR HABITABLE WHICH EX- 
ISTS in tiik Dominion ok Canada from 
Baffin's Bay to Bbiirino's Ska." 

This is an awful threat. If the Do 
minion does not quietly admit the claim 
of the United States its citizens are pi 
pared to disregard the teachings of the 
Christian civilization of nearly two 
thousand years and make a howling 
desert of all the northern part of the 
continent. This newspaper Atilla of 
the Pacific state intends to make 
Canadians, particularly British Co- 
lumbians, tremble. His threats ait 
perfectly awful. He evidently wishes 
us to believe that he means what he 
says, and that he voices the public 
opinion of the Republic of the United 
States. And there may be, we are pre- 
pared to admit, some grounds tor hie 
pretension, for he is not regarded by 
his fellow-citizens as a vaporing foul, 
whose mouthings should be treated by 
men having the slightest claim to the 
possession of common sense with an 
prome contempt. It is not creditable to 
the intelligence of our neighbors that 
there should be a public among them 
for writers of this class.

By inject ing iuti 
the veins a fluid which he prepares 
from certain parts nf newly lulled ani- 
mals, he claims to be able to give new 
vigor to aged persons, lie declares that 
ho has liiinsolf benefited by the 
preparation, He is an old man, and be- 
fore he took the elixir into his system 
he felt the deereptitude of old ago coin- 
ing on him. Now he feels the Vigor of 
youth. His step has the spring in it 
that it lost years ago, and he feels him- 
self equal to almost any exertion. II 
Dr. Brown-Sequurd were not an emi- 
nent physician he would be laughed at 

by till! whole medical faculty, ami lie 
and his alleged discovery treated with 
contempt. But the physicians cannot 
afford to laugh very loudly at a man 
w ho they are obliged to confess is the 

superior of nine-tenths of them, so tho dis- 
coverer is listened In with something like 
respect, and his elixir stands a chance 
of having a lair trial. He has 
mailt! at least one eminent con- 
vert. Dr. William Hammond lias 
made experiments with the elixir, and 
ho has been much linprossod with the 
results, lie does not conclusively pro- 
nounce upon its virtues, I,,,- being a 
physician of great experience, he knows 

how great an cifcci ihu Imagination 

has upon I he body, The results of what 
he calls " suggestion " urn truly wonder- 
ful, so wonderful that they have often 
been regarded as miraculous Thu 

pilicnt who stroiiL'ly believes that a 



mcdicino, or any kind of treatment, 
will benefit him will in a great many 
susca ho benollted if not permanently 
cured. Dr. Hammond is on his guard 
with respect to tho effects of faith in the 
elixir, and he is waiting to sec how it 
works after the belief in its virtues has 
had time to become weak. He is re- 
ported lo have saitl Intel}': 

"Knowing so well that the principle of 
suggestion is such a powerful influence 
with almost all persons, 1 hesitate to 
give an unqualified acceptance to what 
appears to bo the outcome of observa- 
tions before I can accept the results ns 
absolutely reliable, and 1 am now about 
to extend the experiment very consider- 
ably. There have been a great many 
searchers after the elixir of life. 
Whether Dr. Brown-Soquai'd has dis- 
covered it or not, the promise seems to 
be good." 

Other physicians in other places are 
trying experiments with this wonder- 
working fluid, and the results chron- 
icled are amazing, but all such accounts 
must be taken with a great many grains 
of allowance. 

Some physicians, on the other hand, 
treat Dr. Brown-Sequard's alleged dis- 
covery with unmeasured scorn. They 
look upon the elixir as nothing more 
than a stimulant ut best, which, when 
it does its work leaves the patient as 
weak or weaker than before he took it. 
tine of these sceptics, ir. a burst of pro- 
fessional scorn, says : 

"The time has not yet come for So- 
quardisill to mean anything beyond the 
senile chatter of a poor old man without 
common sense, who possesses a wonder- 
ful forgetfulncss of the facts he has 
taught from his professional chair for 
quite a number of years with a fair 
amount of success."

G KNTI.KSI EN : — 

In complying with the request of a 
number of the citizens of Victoria to 
stand for the seat now vacant in the 
Legislature, I do so believing thai at no 
distant date questions will arise requir- 
ing careful consideration, and calm and 
just decision. Many of the late actions 
of the Provincial Government have not 
met with the approval of a majority of 
our citizens, notably the amendments to 
our school law. The amendment toour 

Public School Act of 1888, when: it pro- 
vides that the cities are called upon to 
pay the expenses of operating theii 
schools, and also enacting that, the cities 
shall pay one-third of tho salaries of 
their teachers, is, I consider, a law 
unfair and unjust. If elected as your 
representative, I shall endorse the action 
of our city aldermen, in refusing to pay 
the expenses and portions of salaries 

demanded by the Government. I shall 
also, if elected, use my efforts to have 
the present School Act so amended as to 
eliminate many of its features, which I 
consider have been introduced to give 
power to tho Government in matters 
which .should have been left, ill the hands 
of the Trustees the proper representa- 
tives of the people in school matters, I 
shall always uphold our free and unu- 
sed an, in school system. As the School 
Ad now stands it is in many respects 
merely a political machine. 

I shall use my best endeavors to obtain 
n grant of land or money for tho estab- 
lishing of a University, to bo erected 
.mil maintained in the City of Victoria, 
as it is lime bucIi an institution should 
bo founded for tho higher education of 
the young people of this province. Vic- 
toria being the capital, a.s well as having 
iiiiuiy natural advantages, is by far the 
most, suitable place for such an important 
provincial institution. 

I am in favor of subsidizing any 
railway ashing reasonable aid, making 
Victoria itH terminus. As the Canada 
Western Railway is now a matter of 
faet, by legislation passed last session, I 
shall, if returned, use my influence to 
have the same completed at as early a 
date as possible, with its terminus at 
Victoria or Esquimalt. 

The land laws of our province should 
be carefully guarded ; uml I believe it 
is in our interest to conserve our timber 
bonis and that they should not bo 
loehi il up in large tracts in tho intercut 
ol speculators, 

The development of tho mineral wealth 
of this province requires our earnest 
attention. Legislation lending til Ibis 
I'llil receive every assistance fri in 

me. 

It will be my ut earnest desire to 

have Victoria made as fur as possible 
I lie point nf arrival and depart in e for 
lines of steamers either from the ( 'binese 

seas or Australasia, 

In a few days 1 hope lo have the

I was in company tho other day with 
my friend; tho professor of chemistry, 
und, being in a roflectivo mood, I 
chuncod to say: "Profoasor, toura uro 
it curious thing." 

"Hy no moans," repliod he, prompt- 
ly. '"Their composition Is quite 
simple: about ninoty-cight parts water, 
and two parts salt, albumen and 
mucus. " 

1 did not pursuo tho conversation, 
but thought, without saying so, thatlf 
i oars are not a curious tiling, a pro- 
fessor of chomistry certainly is. 

I happened, a few days aftor, to re- 
peat tho conversation to our profoasor 
"'' physiology, who, bringing his supor- 
ulllnry muBclos into play, said: 
"Simple as it may appear to Dr. 
Atom, tho genesis of tears is quite a 
complex process; and thoy have 
multiple mechanical functions. Thoy 
uro secreted by tho lachrymal gland, 
and partly by tho orbicularis muscle 
an< convoyed into the lachrymal canal, 
and thence into tho eye, which thoy 
Hood, and thus olToctuato dotersion, 
facilitate tho movement of the eyeball, 
and preserve tho transparency of tho 
no-called cornea.'' 

I could only respond: "I daresay. 
All you loll mo is very wonderful and 
very complex, but how an earth do 
tho little babies learn to cry so early 
and so well?" 1 did not tell him that 
I did not comprehend a word ho had 
uttered, and hence tho wonder — mine 
ijnotum pro magnifico. Much less 
did I reveal what was passing in 
my mind. It seemed to mo that sci- 
ence ia liko a pin— very useful for 
sticking things together, and very 
nicely contrived for this purpose; but 
one man spends his whole lifo in coil- 
ing the head, anothor in shaping the 
shaft, and another in sharpening tho 
point, while each understands nothing 
but his own part of tho pin. 

It next occurred to mo to And out 
what the poets say about tears. They 
travel from earth to heaven very mp- 
idly, in a daring, dosultory way, and 
nl ways through mists and clouds, see- 
ing things and parts of things very 
indistinctly, and rarely telling tho 
truth about what thoy do soo; yet, 
notwithstanding, thoy now nnd then 
seem to find out somo things of more 
or less value which other people do 
not know. 

As wo do not at present keep a pro- 
fessor of poetry at our university, 1 
began to rummage among my books. 
Tho first lines that mot my oyo wore 
these: 

"Tours, feelings bright, ombodiod form, ore 
not 

More pure than dowdropB, Nature'* tours." 

Hero is a definition of tears that wo 
can accept without aversion— tears 
are tho bright, bodily form of feeling. 
The poet does not toll us that when we 
weep wo are doing nothing more than 
jecretlng a mucous fluid by means o f 
the lachrymal gland. Ho fools bound, 
however, to stato tho fact that tears 
are not more pure than dew-drops. 
Tho whole truth would have been that 
they aro not as pure by a good deal. 
Perhaps Mr. Bailey did not know that 
they contain mucous, albumen and 
suit. We wish wo did not possess the 
uncomfortable information. A\'o shall 
never again be able to kiss the tears 
from hor cheok with tho relish that 
oneo wo did.- J. T. L. Preston, in At- 
lantic.

METHOD OF TAXATION. 

To the EDITOR::— In view of the in- 
creased assessment on real estate for 
taxing purposes, now in progress, it 
may interest others as well as the writer 
to enquire into the methods adopted 
for raising revenue — provincial and 
municipal. For example, a member of 
a local building society secures all ap- 
propriation of §2,(KI() and invests it In a 
house and lot, presumably a homo for 
lllmsoll and family. The properly is 
registered in his mime, and the society 
tukesli mortgage on it for the amount 
loaned (no interest being charged as the 
society is co-operative, each member in 
turn receiving the same assistance at 
the same cost). At this stage the board 
of assessors value tho property, and on 
such value the rates, taxes, etc., 
evied and paid. 

Now comes the provincial government 
assessor and collector with a lax on 
mortgages of ]\ of 1 per cent., for which 
the society, who udvunced the money, 
are held responsible. They having lioftind 
vailable for this purpose are compo.icd 
u charge it to the owner of the prop 
erty, wdio is thus made to pay two taxes 
on the same property, while his wealth- 
neighbor en joys equal privileges on 
payment of but one tax. 

Now, sir, if this is not taxing a man 
■ being poor, will some one kindly ex- 
plain. The matter becomes important 
When we find that nearly 1,500 shares 
in these societies are held in Victoria; 
500 in Westminster and 600 in Nanai- 
mo, each share entitled to $1,000; a 
total of $2,500,000, upon which the 
provincial government levy a tax of .', 
of 1 per cent., inferentially because the 
owners are poorer than their neighbors. 
This must he correct , as the rules of 
he.se societies provide for the annual 
inpayment of !t) per cent, of the sum 
orrowed. In ten years therefore the 
mortgage is cancelled and payment ol 
this poverty tax ceases. If sonic of om 
provincial law-makers would focus theii 
intellect on this question and give us the 
result through the columns of your es- 
teemed journal, they would confer u 
favor which would doubtless be remem- 
bered at tho next election.

To THE Kditoh :--As I here seems to lie 
a dispute regarding the climate of this 
district for agricultural purposes, may 
I ask you if the Government has any 
reliable parties, by whom this question 
can be settled ? When 1 read Mr, Davis' 
letter, I was very much struck with the 
different account that he has given when 
he said that "wheat would not grow 
even as low down as Edmonton," to the 
north of Alberta; and those letters 
written by old settlers and a clergyman 
and published in a pamphlet by the Do- 
minion Government for the benefit of us 
emigrants. They all state that it is a uic i 
climate, and wheat, oats ami roots ol .ill 
kinds grow well. The winter is not se- 
vere, nor long, but the spring is not ear- 
lier than in Manitoba. 

As I am thinking of going up to Ed- 
nionton to take up some land for a dairy 
and mixed farm, 1 should liko, if you 
will publish this letter, to know a little 
more of the climate of this part of Al- 
berta, should there be a party in Vic- 
toria who could give me this informa- 
tion. 

If the Peace Hiver district is such a 
deplorable place as Mr. Davis Btt) s, 1 
should imagine the authorities would 
never think of running a railroad 
through it; but they must have better 
information than 1 have.

HE WANTED TO DIE. 

All Attempted Suicide Which Creates n 
Little Excitement in Chinatown. 

A crowd of excited, jabbering China- 
men blocked up the sidewalk on tlov 
eminent street, between Pisgard and 
Herald, at about II o'clock last night, 
ami their presence seemed to indicate 

that something unusual was happening 
in the second story of the Chinese tene- 
ment in front of w hich they stood. Pas- 
sing up the rickety little staircase, it 
COLONIST reporter elbowed his way 
through the dirty, vile-smelling crowd, 
and found that the cause of the com 
motion wus a would-be suicide. 

Dr. VValke'm had been passing the 
spot n few minutes before, and was hur- 
riedly called in to attend a lodge, 
named Ah Yung, who bad swallowed 
hilf an ounce of raw opium. Ah Yung, 
who works about 1). K. Campbell A 
Co.'s drug store, has never been verj 
much addicted to the dangerous drug, 
but of late lias been smoking very 
heavily. When bis friends found thai 
lie was likely to die, and tried to bring 
him to his proper .senses, he became 
indignant and attempted to jump out 
of the window. Even this he 
was not allowed to do, and U 
native doctor was called ill, and pro 
ceded to work in his own peculiai 
fashion, first killing a duck and then 
holding the wriggling and headless fowi 
over the sick man and allowing till 
blood to squirt down his throat. When 
Dr. Walkem, and, after him, Dr. Milne, 
made their appearance, they at onci 
prescribed different treatment, mon 
effective, though a little rougher. By 
the use of heavy emetics, after an houi 
or more of hard work, they brought the 
patient back to thorough consciousness, 
and he is now out of danger, although 
very weak. 

The cause given for the attempted 
suicide is heavy losses at the gambling 
table. All Yung, his friends say, 
dropped over $600 at tan-tan Inst night, 
and was very despondent in conse- 
quence. There is an impression preva- 
lent that he could tell a good deal in 
regard to the recent burglary at tin 
store of his employer, if he so desired. 
Some, in fact, believe that the money 
missing found its way through the Chi- 
naman H hands to the gambling table.

THK AlDKRMANIC PICNIC. 

A Trip Over tho Lino of tho New Main— 
Tho CTvie Hoard and their Ounsts En- 
Joy a Pleasant Day's Outtug. 

At O.-ItO yesterday morning u gay 
crowd of oitizdns gathered in front of 
the city hall, whoro a dozen hacks were 
drawn up ready to receive them. In 
addition to the mayor and counsel there 
were over twenty invited guests, in- 
cluding ex-mayors and ex-aldoillien, and 
Messrs. Pickering and Hill. 

The party started from the city hall 
about 10 o'clock. On reaching the lot) 
feet level above the city, the first point 
where the new 10-ineh main lay un- 
covered, most of the party left the 
hacks to go on, ami started to walk 
down the line of pipe to the Saaitioh 
Road, examining everything very curo- 
fully the whole way. From the 155 
feet air valve the pine falls to a level of 
101 feet, then grailually rising up to 
130 feet above the sea. The distance 
between the two rises is a half mile, 
and the run down and up from the 
bottom to the rise gives a pressure of 'JO 
lbs. to the square inch. From the 1,'iO 
feet level the pipu takes another down 
slope to 90 feet at a point fac- 
ing the ride butts. Here a 
sharp corner is turned, the grade going 
down to the bottom of the "ditch" (1 12 
ft). Op again the pipe, which here runs 
through the rock, reaches the summit of 
the ditch at a height of 144 feet. Here 
is an air valve, and here also is where 
the hardest rock was met with when the 
bed was being cut. The pipe, from this 
air valve, runs along level to the turn of 
the Tolmic estate. At this place a halt 
was made for some minutes, and the 
party gathered together to discuss the 
merits of the pipe up lo the distance 
traversed (1J miles). After this turn 
there is a rise again to the 150 feet level,' 
where another air valve is fixed. An- 
other quarter of a mile along an eyeu 
level brought the party to the turn of 
the Hudson's Hay Company's estate, 
where the pipe runs along ten feet 
depths in the rock. At the sharp turn 
the pipe takes at this spot the level is 
IIS feet, anda hundred yards further 
on, alongside the II. B. barns, the level 
is only ninety feet, about the same ele- 
vation as Cook and Pandora streets in 
the city. Then the line takes a deep 
dip bringing the level to 72 feet, 
and rising again to a height 
of Do feet. At the bottom of This 
dip the pressure is ordinarily 55 lbs. 
For live hundred yards after this the 
pipe runs along straight, to the turn of 
the McKen/.ie estate, and then on a 
slight up grade till it crosses the Saan- 
ich road, '2\ miles from the starting 
point and at a level of 132 feet. On 
reaching the road the party found the 
hacks waiting for them and, re entering 
these, were driven up along the line of 
the pipe, which from there to Hie lake 
runs along the mail, In the waterworks, 
a distance of ."i,000 feel. 

When Beaver lake was reached every- 
body got into limits, the main party go- 
ing in one, tho members ol the press in 
another, and the hackineii in a third. 
The occupants of the Aldcriiianic punt, 
anxious for some excitement, and feel- 
ing that the sport of being pulled over 
the lake at the rate of a mile a year was 
not a performance tending to the good 
spirits of the party, implored the press 
men to start a lace. Though the eon 
tesl w is one sided, there being four 
hackmen with paddles against two re- 
presentatives of the local organs, they 
complied and led the distance for ii 
couple of hundred yards when the Je 
bus, inspired by the encouraging cheers 
of the onlookers, got ahead and It looked 
as if the reporters were going to be left. 
A little bit of strategy, how ever, was 
the means of gradually cutting tile 
hackmen into shallow water while lie 
hitler, Hearing homo with every stroke, 
wen- already congratulating themselves 
instead of looking ahead. A couple Ol 
violent bumps, however, soon brought 
them to a sense of their position am: 
their opponents rowed home as the\ 
liked, while the proprietors of the nobi 
steeds that walk I loverninent street were 
left stranded high ami dry on a hall 
covered rock. The victors w ere decor 
ated with water lilies, the liaiidsomcsl 
of which Mr. lames Fell abstracted and 
wore in his buttonhole during the rest 
of the day. When the lake had been 
"done" by everybody an adjournment 
was made to Stevens' hotel, where a 
sumptuous repast had been prepared. 
The tables, covered with all the delica- 
cies of the season, were headed by tin 
-Mayor, Aldermen Wilson
